STORING AND PURIFYING 
DRINKING WATER ON 
TIIE FARM 

^ C — " * * 

Storing and purifying drinl 
ing water are important cons'( 
eration s on many prairie farms 
wher e suitable well water i» of¬ 
ten not avalable and water for 
drinking must be hauled. Wheth 
er taken from a neighboring 
well, from a nearby lake or 
stream or from a reservoir o» 
irrigation canal a good cistern 
equipped with a san.d filter is 
equipped with a sand filter is 
needed for storing the water 
and keeping it free from con 
tamination. Water cistern s are 
usually built of concrete, of 
wood, or bricks laid in cement 
mortar. Choice of material will 
depend on the material avail¬ 
able, the* conditions under which 
the cistern is to be used and the 
skill and experience of the build 
er. 

Concrete is very durable where 
where excessive alkali is not 
present which, unfortunate) 
is the ecase in most of our irri¬ 
gated districts. While the first 
cost is quite high concrete mak¬ 
es a tight fitting cistern that is 
easily kept /clean' A mixture 
.of 1 part of cement, 2 parts of 
clean sharp sand and 4 parts 
clean gravel is generally used. 

Jtoplacing about 15% of the 

cement with hydrated lime wii 
make the concrete more water 
proof. Only enough water j R ad 
ded to make the concrete pom 
properly. Any cxcv.s ’ator will 
weaken thp structure. A eircul 
ar tank gives maximum stren¬ 
gth and storage space for any 
give.i amount of material used. 
Making circular forms for Ine 
concrete is a difficulty. lh»s is 


neat job andi bybringing the tot 
in line the neck of a bottle r 
good tight cover is obtained. It 
is here where the skill of a 
bricklayer may be required. 

Wood makes a very good cis¬ 
tern. Its first cost is relatively 
low. Its great advantage is iU 
resistance toi alkali and it is fail - 
ly simple to install. The best 
plan probably is to buy the ma¬ 
terial ready sawn and planned 
from a lumber company. The 
staves used are 2" X 6” mater, 
ial and the edges ar beveled to 
give the size of circle required 
but need not be tongued or 
grooved . A tank ten feet in di¬ 
ameter and 12 feet deep gives a 
capacity of 7,050 gallons or 22 1 
barrels. Rod bands that circle 
the tank hold the staves in po 
sition th ( y sam e ias on a silo, and 
if lueded, hot tar or pitch is 
poured into the joints, especially 
the floor, to make thetank water 
tight. It is well to have the floo> 
material tongued land grooved. 
Two inch planks with the joints 
veil filled with pitch make a 
covering for the tank.

HELP THE TEACHER 

HELP THE OiiLL) 

Folks, we are all rather 
fcvilty of expecting tv teacher 
tc do it all for ns when ii comes 
to educating our children for 
us. We seem to ad") i the • F:i 
that- because the c..l ,, icu g> to 
school 5 hours a da/ for five 
days of 4 the week fo-* approximat 
ely ten months of the year, 
that this should b> all that is 
necessary to teach the child 
proper deportment, hone t v, pro 
her habits of diet, rest and ti\» 
thousand and one other things 
that enter into the normal life. 

This is a terrible mistake, 
and the sooner we wake up to 
the truth of this statement, the 
better h will lie for all of us 
True, there has been a gradual 
and tremendoUq change from 
the R's of thirty years ag e in 
school to the present cours, c 
en for the smaller grades, where 
the children are taught genera 
lly in the things that are pro 
per in exercises, proper masticat 
ion of food, proper rest, the 
need for fresh air, good behav 
ior and many other things in 
connection with the school stud 
i: s proper, but folks, howevei 
hard the teacher tries the par¬ 
ent can undo more in an hour 
than the teacher can build up 
in a month, because the child 
is with the parent ninteen hou¬ 
rs n day nearly and seven days 
a week compared with the small 
er fraction of time that he or 
slid spends in the prsence cf th 
parent. 

As parents we should co opor 
ate in a sensibly manner with 
the teachers in both school and 
church in trying to make the 
childp education part of his 
life every day of the year. 
When teachers teach proper 


mastication ol fuod, and the 
parents tell the children to hur 
r.v and get their meals down 
them and get out of the way, 
the teaching of the instructor 
falls on stoney ground, and so 
it goes in every phase cf life 
where the child rcci\v.s instruct 
ion. If your child is backward 
in school, having trouble with 
his or her work, go to tli i Laca 
er and talk things over sensibly 
and quietly, and sse if by extra 
homework and coaching on your 
part you cannot help the child 
to a clearer understanding of his 
problems. When it j s necessary, 
as it nearly always it at times 
for the teacher to discipline stu¬ 
dents don’t take th e part of the 
student in the presence ( f the 
child, even though it may ap¬ 
pear that the teacher acted 'ia t 
ily and without proper cor id 
oration. Make the child feci 
that lie shoult make liimseK 
subject to authority, and it you 
h.ive a grievance, go quietly to 
the teacher or principle after 
school hours and hsive a quiet 
chat with thorn and talk til¬ 
th ing over. 

Each teacher in the schools 
is there to banefit pa out and 
child. We could make tin i '• < rk 
r. great deal easier and moro ef¬ 
fective with our children if we 
w» uld let them know t’ at we 
are ready to co-operate with 
them and w 0 will back them 
up in every effort they mace.

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CROP REPORT 

GENERAL — In the prairie 
provinces harvesting lias been 
delayed by unsettled weather 
but threshing i s under way ag- 
aiin in most districts anil is 
well advanced in the southern 
and central areas of the three 
provinces. Frost damage has af¬ 
fected the grades in the north. 
Estimates place .the western 
wheat crop at slightly above 
last year’s yield The yield of 
coarse grains j s very light and 
roots and apples and peaches 
are much below average. In New 
Brunswick and Prince Edward 
Island crops continue to make 
good progress; In Nova Soctia 
yields will he materially below 
average duo to lack of, moisture. 
In British Columbia the yield c#f 
grain is about average. A par - 
ticularly liealv; second cro.i ci 
alfalfa i«* practically har\c^..eo 
and tree fruits are ripening 
satisfactorily. Details follow: 

PRAIRIE PROVINCES 

ALBERTA — Northeastern 
Area—About 75 p.c. of wheat 
is cut. Coarse grains generally 
are poor. S utlieastern Area— 
Approximately 50% of wheal 
crop ha s been threshed with an 
average yield of 8 to 10 bush¬ 
els per acre. Crarse grains and 
feed crops are poor. Western 
Area—Wheat cutting is neai i g 
completion. Threshing liar. 1 r *i 
delayed in the north section 
but in the south about 80 p.c. 
of the wheat has been threshed 
with an average vi Id of 15 bus¬ 
hels per acre. Sugar beds n, p 
expected to yield 10 toils to the 
acre. 

SASKATCHEWAN — North¬ 
eastern Area—Wheat cutting is 
nearing c mplction and thresh¬ 
ing has commenced in most 
districts. The yields vary wid 
*cly, with grades gcnen.Hy good. 
Coarse grains are light. South¬ 
ern Area—Practically all grains 
have been cut and threshing ct 
wheat is well advanced. A, large 
acreage of wheat and practic¬ 
ally all of the coarse grains 
have been cut for fodder. 

MANITOBA —Threshing is 
well advanced and is nearing 
completion in some districts.

Auto Top Mouldings

A NOTHER thing to watch in the 
-^care of your automobile is that 
the top fabric does not crack along 
the mouldings. This is a danger 
that exists only on the more recent 
model cars. On older models, the 
top fabric covered the entire top 
of the car and extended down the 
side. On the newer cars, however, 
this fabric is set in a panel on the 
top and is fastened at the edges 
with moulding. 

In previous articles it was told 
how the top fabric, if not taken 
cane of, will develop weathering 
which eventually starts cracks. A 
danger point for these cracks is 
along the moulding. Even the tops 
of now cart occasionally develop 


these moulding leaks. It is impc 
ant, therefore, that the mouldi 
on top of the car be inspected fi 
quently to watch for the cracks. 

If the crack is caught in time, 
is comparatively simple to ma 
the rapair. All that is necessn 
is to teal it with a waterproof! 
compound. This sealer may ai 
be used for stopping leaks at t 
rear window, or for repair! 
cigarette burns in the top fabric, 
repairing a hole caused by a eigi 
ette butt, it is only necessary 

apply some of the sealer around l 
hole, lay a small cloth patch o\ 
it, and then apply more of the co: 

pound.
